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HYGLENE PROBLEMS PERSIST IN CITIES, VILLAGES

{Excerpts} Despite all the measures taken in the field of hygiene and epidemi- 
ology, in the cities and in the villages there are still some problems which 
should not be underestimated. One of these is the problem of drinking water. 
There are water sources and depositories which lack health protection areas and 
which do not correspond to the regulations set forth in the Council of Ministers 
resolution on this matter. These things have an effect on the health of the people 
so the health organs should fight for the rigorous implementation of hygiene and 
health regulations. In the design and construction of new water mains, especially 
in the villages, hygiene and health demands are not met. The hydro-geological 
organs and the design and utilization organs have not worked closely with the 
health organs. In some cases, the opinion of the latter is sought after the 
installation has been constructed or when it is about to be used. The executive 
committees of the district peoples councils should not allow such things which 
are injurious to the health of the people. There are also problems in regard to 
hygiene in the food industry and in the marketing of food. They take the form of 
failure to observe the regulations for the technological process of food produc- 
tion and in their packaging and preservation. 


Shortcomings are also noted in the hygiene and health conditions of some work and 
production centers, in the insufficient concern for discovering and e)iminating 
causes of occupational diseases, in the lack of concern for measures for lessening 
environmental pollution. During this five-year plan workers in the Institute of 
Hygiene and Epidemiology and the appropriate directorates in the districts have 
been involved in the study of a number of important problems. These include the 
study on the protection of the environment, the study of occupational diseases in 
the metallurgical and chemical industries, the study of the physio-chemical con- 
tent of drinking water, the study on the expansion of the range of immuno- 
biological preparations and the protection of their quality. However, the strug- 
gle for implementing the conclusions of the studies is still inadequate. 


It is necessary that the problems which cause anxiety in this area be studied 
thoroughly and solved. This requires the specialization of cadres who work in 
these sectors. This is why teams have been sent and seminars have been held to 
discuss various problems of hygiene and epidemiology in Diber, Kukes, Fier, 

















Libraghd, Berat and Shkoder districts. It must be said that nothing can replace 
the organized forms for the continuing training and specialization of cadres. 

Ic is unallowable that unevecialized cadres are working as hygiene doctors in 
some districts, such as Kruje, Lushnje, Mirdite and Permet. In other districts, 
doctors from the hygiene and epidemiology sector move from one sector of medicine 
to another for no reason at all.

SOCCER UNION PRESIDENT COMMENTS ON SPORTSMAN MORALITY

[Interview with Dr Marian Ryba, president of the Polish Seccer Union [PZPN] by 
A. Lewandowski } 


[Text] The new soccer season--what will it be like? Let the players and staff 
answer this question--by their level of play, the competence of the instruction, 
and the value of the organizational and training solutions adopted. What should 
it be like? This is a somewhat easier question, since it includes expectations, 
wishes and hopes. 


And so: What will this season be like? This is what Gen Dr Marian Ryba, president - 
of the PZPN, has to say: 


[Answer] What is unique about this season is the fact of our participation in 

the World Cup elimination matches and the need to make every effort to get through 
the eliminations and advance. I also have grounds cto expect that what the teams 
do in the league <cnd cup games will harmonize with the aspirations of the national 
team. 


uestion) Official optimism of the president? 


Answer] My attitude is not merely due to my position. First, I see that even 

the Olympics did not stifle the interest in soccer; this attests to the strength 

of our discipline and the people's attachment to it. This is very nice, but it 
poses obligations as well. Second, our optimism is tied up with a sharp critique 
of previous games. These critical considerations have no doubt touched the players, 
trainers and club personnel. It was time to rethink these considerations and 

their corresponding implementation. This must--in my opinion--prompt changes for 
the better. 


[Question] But these matters are not so simple. 
[Answer] That's right. Much depends upon the influence of the PZPN on training. 


If we take as our point of departure the real possibilities of the union, then 
these are one thing in relation to the clubs and another in relation to the national 


team. 




















The PZPN continues to have little influence on what occurs in the league clubs. And 
until such time as we manage to change that situation, there will be problems, 
Let's look at that with respect to training. Ic is not enough for us, e.g., to 
have the right to protecc the club trainer and the ability to make joint decisions 
in this area~-this may be relatively simple to deal with on the legal and organiza- 
tional level. We must, however, have a greater and more varied impact. There is, 
@.g., the matter of our demands submitted to the personnel training school and our 
stubbornness in pushing our reasons. There is the question of our participation in 
the system of improving personnel cadres as well as the range and quality of the 
direct training activities carried out by the PZPN. In these two questions it is 
not enough merely to be resolute; we need cogpetence and a highly skilled team. 

We do noc yet have such a tean. 


However, we had to speak about the influence of headquarters on the clubs. 


This simply has to do with one of the forms. If we are to be more competent, our 
influence on the clubs must increase. It is clear, however, that it is not merely 
this matter. There are also the every-day matters. Con I give you an example? 

Of course. The clubs--the national team. We decided before the games to set up 
larger groups than those previously. The demand to extend the groups is a definite 
departure from the principle enunciated earlier and stated that staff members 
could be trained in the clubs. No doubt they could, but we had examples that 
lowered our confidence in the clubs to a certain extent; there were reasons for 
not living up to our declaration: everything for the national teams--along with 
ordinary matters. Because our influence is still too weak on many club decisions, 
it is difficult to take responsibility for everything. 


[Question] And for the national team? 


[Answer] Of course--yes. I spoke already about its program, and there is also a 
method for attaining our goal. Several points have sometimes appeared to be 
controversial, but ome can now see that the plan is a good one. Step 1: games 
with strong opponents. Step 2: a trip to South America with good matches there; 
if Argentina seeks to pay for the Poles’ costly trip, it means that our national 
team has made a big impression. Step 5 consists, once again, of games with strong 
rivals. including Czechoslovakia and Spain, and immediately prior to the elimina- 
tions matches with Malta and the GDR, practice games with club teams that use a 
similar style of play. 


[Question] Finally, the thorny question of so-called “morality” in and around 
soccer that has sometimes been the object of loud talk. What is that all about? 


[Answer] We in the PZPN are also getting disturbing signals about irregular 
transfers and attempts to pressure referees and to replace athletic competition with 
money. These matters are very difficult to clarify and especially to substant/ate. 
The perpetrators employ sophisticated methods, and the chances of an investigation 
by the union are slim. Meanwhile, measures may be taken only when based upon 
evidence and not rumors or suppositions. I must view this problem as a lawyer. At 
present, we are conducting an investigation into the matter. If proof is found, 

it will cause a great stir. 

















The union will respond sharply to all indications that behavior based upon a 
faulty grasp of morality has been introduced into our sport, There are, however-- 
and I wish to underscore this sharply--discussions on the results, and we must 
rigorously pursue the reasons. For a proper appraisal of this work, for the 
protection of both club and public funds and for a fair evaluation of the con- 


tractual “donors,” one should not focus exclusively upon the “recipients,” etc. 
Therefore, e.g., we initiated uniform principles for all clubs in leagues I and II, 
so that responsibilities would be the same in each division, and thus the players 
would have the right to expect the very same treatment. In such an arrangement, 
movement between clubs would occur according to the laws of nature--into clubs 
better organized and better trained. Following that, on the other hand, if this 
mechanism were to work correctly, one would need a rule that is not only applicable 
to all, but one that is uniformly applied by all presidents and boards of all 
clubs. The PZPN is not in a position to regulate, whether it be everywhere and 
always, the implementation of rules that had been adopted unanimously by the club 
presidents. Regulation is above all the task of the organs of athletic ad 
administrative authority in its broadest sense and that of the specializ ¢ 
institutions and elements. I would say that in this area I am also an optimist. 
For if there is a loud and critical outcry about so-called “soccer morality,” 

this means that the thinking is public in scope and reaches deeply. And if this is 
so, then it will bring about results, primarily a heightened sensitivity to these 
disturbing signals. 


[Question] Let's attempt to sum up. 


[Answer] This will be a very important season. The proverbial game of soccer will 
roll along on several playing fields: on the grass field--in the club-national, 
club-cup and national-team system. Likewise, thes: “fields” are also important 
where there are questions of concept, organization, arrangement of relations, 
system of regulation in the sense in which we spoke earlier, and human attitudes. 
There is a lot of commotion, but the active members of the soccer organizations 
expect that this season will prove better than that of last year.

PARTY EDUCATION PROGRAM POR 1980-1984 DISCUSSED 
Bucharest MUNCA DE PARTID in Romanian Nov 80 op }-9

[Text] The organized political-ideological ‘raining of commumists and other workers 
took place in 1977-1979 om the basis of the p.an of measures adopted bv the RCP Cen- 
tral Committee Plenum of November 1976. In accordance with these measures, the re- 
quirement was introduced to have a presentation of political information in the gen- 
eral party end UTC meetings, propaganda was extended through conferences, while polit- 
ical and leadership wiversities were organized for the organized study of party poli- 
cy and ideology, as well as party political-ideological instruction for a }-vear per- 
iod and political-ideological instruction for UTC members, while ‘for the working mas- 
ses who are not party members, political-ideological instruction was organized togeth- 
er with the trade wiions and the Front of Socialist Democracy and Unity. This svys- 
tem for organizing political-ideological study, with a stable structure, has proven 
its viability for a longer period, contributing to knowledge of the basic theoretical 
problems of party policy in a closer tie with the specific req irements of party work. 


In accordance with the Decision of the RCP Central Committee Secretariat, the Weport 
of the Central Committee presented by Comrade Nicolae Ceausescu and other documents 
adopted by the 12th party congress were studied in an organized wav in political- 
ideological instruction in the 1979-1980 study year. 


I. 1. Taking into accoumt the experience accumulated in the organization of politi- 
cal-ideological instruction over a long period, with a stable structure and varied 
range of studies, capable of amswering the choice of the students and the need to 
study and have a well-founded discussion of the current theoretical, political and 
practical problems, the RCP Central Committee's Political Executive Committee decided 
to organize political-ideological instruction for a 4-year period--1980-1984--wm il 
the l3th party congress. The study will be organized by courses of instruction and 
differentiated thematic programs, depending on the concrete problems concerning the 
party organizations. The instruction will be organized by the following courses: 


a) Basic problems of scientific socialism and of the leadership of the socialist so- 
ciety by the Romanian Commumist Party; the style and methods of activity of the party 
organs and organizations in fulfilling their tasks from the party's program and from 
the decisions of the 12th party congress. 











b) Basie problema of the socialist economics and of applying the new economic- 
financial mechaniam in the stage of building the multilaterally developed social- 
iat society in Komantia. 


¢) Basic problems of the revolutionary, patriotic and socialist education of the 
masses and of the party's political-ideological activity. 


The organization of political-ideological study by these types of courses takes in- 
to account the documents of the 12th party congress and the indications given by 
Comrade Nicolae Ceausescu for raising the communiets' ideological level, for devel- 
oping the masses’ socialist awareness, connecting the atudy with the problema of ful- 
filling economic taske, having a thorough knowledge of the essence of the new econo- 
mic-financial mechaniem, seeking to have a well=based atudy both of the Report of 

the 12th Party Congrese as well as of the Directives and Program Directives adopted 
by the congress and the ideas and tasks included in Comrade Nicolae Ceauses oy',s 
speeches. 


The courses are organized for a 4-year period (1980-1984). The ortentative subjects 
for each course will include 45-50 subjects for the 4 years, of which the party or- 
gaiizatione will select eight subjects for each vear of study, taking into account 

the specific conditions, soncerne and options of the students. The RCP Central Commit- 
tee Propaganda Section will improve these ortentative subjects annually in the spirit 
of the speeches of Comrade Nicolae Ceausescu and of other party documents. 


Generally, the courses will be organized by base organizations, while many study cire- 
les will be set up in the case of base organizations with more than 49 members. In 
the same organization, with more than 40 mesvbers, circles may be set up which would 
belong to different courses, depending on the needs for training the students and 
their requests. 


Generally, members of the party bureaus and committees, other party members, includ- 
ing UTC members who are party members will be included in the courses under point a). 
In particular, members of the workers councils, foremen, other heads of formations, 
engineers and technicians, other workers with special tasks in applying the new econo- 
mic-financial mechanism will be included in the courses under point b). in particular, 
party member with activity in propaganda and culture, political-educational work in 
the trade wiions, youth and women's organizations, teaching cadres and so forth will 

be included in the courses under point c). The form of study taken by the participants 
in previous years also will be taken into consideration when they sign up for the 
courses. 


Bearing in mind the need for new party members to wake a thorough study of the provi- 
sions of the RCP Statutes and their well-based preparation in a revolutionary, combat- 
ive spirit, the party organizations may organize separate study circles of 2-years' 
duration within the course entitled “Basic problems of scientific socialism, of leader- 
ship of socialist society by the RCP; style and methods of activity of the party or- 
gans and organizations in fulfill ng their tasks from the party program and from de- 
cisions of the 12th party congress" for young party members and other workers who are 
preparing to become party members, with the subject “Basic problems of the RCP Sta- 
tutes and Standards of Commumists' Life and Work .” 











The party statutes, forma and methods of party work, the code of principles of life 
and work for communists, soctaliat ethics and equity and party decisions and docu= 
mente on internal party life, the communists’ atyle of work as wel! as subjects on 
economic, political and ideological activity of the party will be studied in these 
circle, 


Bearing in mind the needa for work in scientific materfaliat education and the ath= 
éist education of communists and other workers, the party organizations also may or- 
ganize separate etudy circles lasting 1 year within the course entitled "Basic prob= 
lems of the revolutionary, patriotic and socialist education of the masses and RCP 
political-ideological activity" with the subject "Problems of the dialectical) 

alist concept of the world and society and of scientific atheist education," 


These circles in particular are organized for training lecturers and propagandists 
for work of scientific materialist education of party members, UTC members and other 
workers. 


Following the 2= and l-year cycle, respectively, the participants in these circles 
will continue their activity within the 4-year course to which the particular circle 
se longs. 


Subjects on the international situation, the processes and changes occurring in to- 
day's world, and the foreign policy of owr party and state aleo will be included an- 
nually in the program of all three types of courses. Special attention will be given 
to combatting theories apologizing for the modern capitalist world from dialectical 
and historical materialist positions and our party policy. 


2. Political-ideological instruction for members of the county, municipal and city 
party bureaus of the committees will be organized in the form of monthly discussions, 
seeking to have a thorough study of the current problems in raising the party's lead- 
ing role, improving organizational, economic cadre, political<ideological work and 
knowledge of the basic problems of the new economic-financial mechaniem and the sci- 
entific leadership of society, economic relations and cooperation with other states 
and international life and the world ideological struggle. 


3. Teaching cadres in all degrees of instruction may choose one of the courses of 
party political-ideological instruction specified above. Political-ideological in- 
struction for teaching cadres will be organized by party organizations, while, depend- 
ing on the number of students, they will be organized by school or at the commune 
level for the villages. 


4. Party organizations in the creative unions and cultural institutions organize 
political-ideological training in accordance with the measures included in this «1- 
terial, seeking that subjects on the ideclogical problems of culture and artistic- 
literary creation, the party's concept of the world and society, the tasks of the 
creators and workers in the cultural institutions in enriching the heritage of our 
socialist culture with valuable works inspired from the people's jives and work and 
the ideals of sociaiism and communism and in promoting the real values of socialist 
art, the participation of people in art and culture in the confrontation of ideas at 
the international level and other subjects be included in the program of study. 


5. For members of the party organs and for the political-ideological training of 
cadres who work in various areas (party apparatus, economy, education,ecience, state 
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mase and public organs), the political and leadership waiversity lasting 4 years 
will continue in operation. The courses will take place once every 3 weeks, with 
12 subjects being studied annually. The program of study will be spread out as 
followe: 


Year [: “Basic principles of scientific socialiem; the problem of work of party 
and state and of the scientific leadership of soctety of the RCP"; 


Year Il: “Probleme of socialist economics, of applying the new economic-financial 
mechaniem and the ecientific leadership of economic activity by the RCP"; 


Year Lit: “Probleme of the country's history, of the RCP and the workers and demo- 
cratic movement in Romania and of the worker and revolutionary movement at the inter- 
national level"; 


Year IV: “Probleme of diclectical and historical materialiem and of formation of 
socialist awareness and leadership of political<ideclogical activity by the RCP." 


Subjects on the international situation, the processes and changes occurring in the 
world today, the party and state foreign and domestic policy also will be included 
in the courses. Special attention also will be given to combatting bourgeois apolo- 
gist theories from the positions of our revolutionary, dialectical materialist 
concept. 


The political and leadership university will operate at the county office for ideo- 
logical and political-educational activity. Branches of this university also may be 
organized at the level of municipalities, cities, united agroindustrial councils and 
large enterprises which have available lecturers and the necessary material conditions. 


The secretariats of the county party committees will approve the list of students en- 
rolled in the political and leadership wmiversities, the lecturers and propaganda work- 
eres as well as the subjects of the courses annually. 


At the end of each year of study, the students will be given an examination testing 
their knowledge, while they will work out and support a work for graduation at the 
conclusion of the 4 years of study on a specific problem of party work. 


6. Taking into account the increased interest of many communists in individual politi- 
cal-ideological training, the county offices for ideological and political-educational 
activity may organize individual study circles annually at the county level for grad- 
uates of the political and leadership wiversities and of the party schools and for 
other party members who want this and who have a high political-ideological level, with 
a view to continuing their political-ideological training. 


The subjects for study will be approved annually by the secretariat of the county 
party committees and will follow the study of some theoretical, politicel and econo- 
mic problems which are current, the research and discussion of economic, social, edu- 
cational, cultural phenomena, on the basis of 12th party congress documents. The dis- 
cussions will take place monthly, while the conclusions which result from the study 
and research will be presented for utilization of the county party committee secre- 
tariat. 











7. In order to atimulate raising the cadres’ political-ideological level and that 
of the party apparatus, discussions will be organized quarterly at the county level 
on theoretical and political problema which are current, with the aid of RCP Cen- 
tral Committee lecturers. 


The subjects for these discussions will seek to have a thorough study of ideologi- 
cal, economic, social and creative problems in light of the 12th party congress docu- 
ments and taske drawn for the party organs by Comrade Nicolae Ceausescu. These dis- 
cussions primarily will be based on studies made in the field by the participants on 
the basis of a subject plan approved annually by the secretariat of the county par- 
ty committee. 


8. Proceeding from the decisions of the i2th party congress on raising the ideologt~- 
cal level of the entire party and from the indications of Comrade Nicolae Ceausescu, 
the party's secretary general, regarding cultivation of a revolutionary, militant 
apirit, the party organs and organizations will continue giving special attention to 
improving the activity of all resources for the political-ideological training of the 
party members, cadres and masse of workers. For this goal: 


Action will be taken to increase the political-educational role of the general meet~- 
ings of the base organizations and party organ plenums, seeking to have a discussion 
of the most current problems of party work, promotion of a critical and self-criti- 
cal spirit, rise in combativeness toward shortcomings and incentives for all commu- 
nists to have a sav in the discussions. 


Emphasis will be »laced in the political information presented at the general meetings 
on presenting party decisions, laws and other legal regulations which have appeared 
and the party's position on problems of socialist construction and the intermational 
situation and tasks belonging to the party organizations in ‘ulfillment of the deci- 
sions of the 12th party congress and five-year plan. There also will be a regular 
presentation of international facts, economic-social phenomena, contradictions and 
social struggles in the capitalist countries and problems in the struggle against 
imperialism and for social progress and socialism. 


The practice will continue of presenting reports on statutary mattersand problems of 
the code of socialist ethics and equity as well as current theoretical and ideologi- 
cal problems in the general meetings as well as during instruction of the party ap- 
paratus and of the party organ members. 


There will be generalization of the practice of organizing consultations and answers 
to the questions of party members and other workers, with these consultations being 
organized at least once each quarter. 


Permanent attention will be given to individual study by the communists and other 
workers of the party decisions, works of Comrade Nicolae Ceausescu, dissemination of 
the press and social-political literature and organization of collective audiences 
for the broadcasts and consultations presented on social-political subjects on 
television. 


Il. With regard to the political-ideological training of other workers: 


a) The political-ideological training of youth and students will be carried out by 
courses organized in accordance with the specific nature of their work, under the 














guidance and control of the party organizations, on the basis of instructions which 
are to be established by the UTC Central Committee, 


b) The political-ideological training of worker personnel in the enterprises and 
institutions not included in the courses for political-ideological inatruction of 

the party and UTC is to be done through courses organized by the trade unions and 
organizations of socialist democracy and wnity, under the leadership of the party 
organs and organizations. The courses are to be organized by trade union groupe and 
will comprise eight to nine subjects annually, with the propaganda workers being sup~ 
plied and trained by the party organizations, 


c) For the members of agricultural production cooperatives who are not included in 
the party and UTC courses for political-ideological inatructions, the political- 
ideological training is provided through courses organized by the organizations for 
socialist democracy and unity and the leadership councils of the agricultural pro- 
duction cooperatives, under the leadership of the party organe and organizations. 
The circles are to be set up by farms or brigades, with their programs comprising 
eight to nine subjects annually and with the propaganda workers being provided and 
trained by the party organizations. 


d) For citizens in neighborhoods and from villages who are not among the workers, 
the organizations of socialist democracy and witv, under the guidance of the party 
organizations, will organize cycles of eight to nine speeches annually, for their 
political-ideological information, with the lecturers being provided and trained by 
the party organizations. 


e) The political-ideological training of military personnel and soldiers in con- 
formity with the programs which are to be worked out by the political councils of the 
Ministry of National Defense and the Minister of Interior, and approved by the RCP 
Central Committee Secretariat, while the political-ideological training of members of 
the patriotic guards and young people in the training detachments for the country's 
defense is to be done on the basis of the instructions adopted by the RCP Central 
Committee for this purpose. 


Ill. The RCP Central Committee sections, the county, municipal, city and commune pa- 
ty committees, all the party organs and organizations, and trade union and UTC or- 
gans as well as organizations of socialist democracy and wity will give primary at- 
tention to the content and effectiveness of political-ideological study. All politi- 
cal-ideological instruction will be based on a thorough study of the 12th party con- 
gress documents, the party program, the theoretical ideas and practical tasks from 
the speeches of Comrade Nicolae Ceausescu and other party and state documents, the 
basic problems of scientific socialiem and of dialectical and historical materialisn. 


Special attention is to be given to a knowledge of the scientific bases of party poli- 
cy, of the creative contribution of our party, of its secretary general, Comrade Nico- 
lae Ceausescu, to the development of revolutionary theory, knowledge of the theoreti- 
cal and practical problems of creating the multilaterally developed socialist society 
in our country and the economic-financial] mechanism and the leadership of society by 
the Romanian Commumist Party. 


It will be sought for the theoretical anc political-ideological problems to be mas- 
tered in close connection with the specific problems of practical activity to fulfill 
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the plan tasks, to improve economic and social activity and to cultivate a revolu- 
tionary spirit and communiat education of the masses. 


In the cities, a4 @ain spot in economic problems will be held by subjects on the 
knowledge and application of the economic-financial mechaniam, understanding of the 
pathe of action for raising net production and physical production and reducing the 
consumption of raw materiale, materials, fuel and energy, recycling reusable matert- 
ala, reducing production costs, raising labor productivity, economic efficiency and 
profits, improving the quality of products, promoting technical progress and ad- 
vanced technologies, more and more efficiently participating in international econo- 
mic exchanges, improving the activity of collective leadership organs and promoting 
worker self-management. 


In the villages, special attention will be given to widerstanding the ways to im 
plement a thorough agrarian revolution of development, modernization and sustained 
growth of vegetable and animal production, of improving the leadership, organization 
and unified planning of agriculture, activity of the wmited agroindustrial councils, 
of superior organization of production and work, growth in economic efficiency, rise 
in the role of the collective leadership organs, strengthening of order and discipline, 
formation of the peasantry's socialist awareness and broadening of their economic 

and political horizons. 


A central epot in all the courses of political-ideological instruction in the cities 
and villages will be held by problems regarding the party exercising its leading role 
in society, improvement in the practical activity of the party organs and orpganiza- 
tions, solid mastery of the forms and methods of the party's political-organizational 
work, improvement in the style of work of commmists and party organs, cultivation of 
criticiem and self-criticism. Special attention also will be given to problems on im- 
provement in political-ideological activity, the work of communist education, of form- 
ing socialist awareness, cultivation of a partylike, revolutionary spirit, vigilance 
and communist firmness, rise in the revolutionary combativeness of all political- 
ideological activity and development of a progressive attitude toward work and the gen- 
eral interests of society. 


In all the courses permanent concern will be civen co the education of communists and 
the masses in the spirit of patriotism, ardent love for the country, the party and 
people and the determination cto work steadfastly for flourishing of the country as well 
as in the spirit of international solidarity. There will also be a firm s: sking of 
scientific materialist education and promoting of the high principles of socialist 
ethics and equity. 


Special attention throughout the system of political-ideological instruction will he 
given to mastering the basic principles of our party and state's foreign policy, know- 
ledge of our party ‘s positions on the basic problems of international relations, evo- 
lution of the modern world, of the communist and worker movement, of the development 
of revolutionary theory in the current era, rise in combativeness toward hackward theo- 
ries and any political practices which lead to poisoning of the international atmos- 
phere, widerstanding of the need for new efforts for peace, security, disarmament and 
for a new economic and political order in the world. Permanent concern will be the 
presentation of the realities and phenomena which are taking place within modern cap- 
italism, the contradictions and social struggles in the capitalist countries, the prob- 
lems of the transition from capi talism to socialism in the current era, cultivating 
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combativenesas toward bourgeois ideology, apologist theories and toward currents of 
reactionary ideas and anticommunist propaganda. 


The main method for carrying out political-ideological inatruction must be individual 
study, well-based discussion of the problems, a lively dialogue between the propa- 
ganda workers and the students and a competent answer to the problems concerning 

the participants in the instruction. 


IV. The study year in political-ideological instruction in the cities will begin in 
October each year and conclude in June of the next year, while it will start in No- 
vember and conclude in March in the villages. At the end of each study vear, one or 
two talks will be held as a summing up and deepening of knowledge. 


In the units and locations where workers belonging to the cohabiting nationalities also 
live and work alongside Romanians, the political-ideological instruction can take 
place in the mother tongue of these nationalities, with the party organs and organi- 
zations providing the lecturers, propaganda workers and bibliographic materials and 
necessary documents in the particular language. 


The propaganda workers for all the courses of political-ideological instruction in 
the cities will be trained at the start of the school vear through courses without 
being removed from production, in four afternoons. They will be trained monthly, 
without being removed from production, one afternoon during the school year, while 
they will be instructed two afternoons, without being removed from production, for 
the summing-up talks at the end of the study vear. 


The propaganda workers from the villages will be trained, with removal from production, 
for three days at the start of the study year and two days at the end of the study 
year, with a view to the summing up talks. During the study year their monthly in- 
struction will be provided without being removed from production, by the commune par- 
tv committees or at the level of the united agroindustrial councils, according to 

the need. 


During the summer, after the courses have concluded, the party organs and organiza- 
tions,and, under their leadership, the UTC organizations, the trade union organiza- 
tions, the organizations of socialist democracy and unity will take measures so that 
the activity for the political-ideological training of the party members and other 
workers continues through the organization of speeches, answers to questions, consul- 
tations on political-ideologicai subjects and other forms of educational work, toward 
this end working out special programs of political-educational activities. 


Annuel) —* as many times as is considered necessary, the county, mmicipal, city and 


comm mittees, the party organs and organizations in the wnits will analyze the 
org » om, content and quality of political-ideological instruction, taking the 
nece: measures to raise its effectiveness. 


V. The following will be undertaken to aid the party organizations, lecturers and 
propaganda workers: 


The RCP Central Committee Prop ganda Section will proide for working out and sending 
to the counties the orientative subjects for all the courses of political-ideologi- 
cal instruction and for the political and leaderhip wiiversity. With the aid of the 
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Stefan Gheorghiu Academy and the Political Publishing House, the publishing of 
theses, manuals, consultations, brochures, graphe and other propaganda materials will 
be provided to aid in political-ideological study. 


The Stefan Gheorghiu Academy, the Academy of Social and Political Sciences, the Yin- 
ister of Education and Instruction, the Council for Socialist Culture and Education 
and other central institutes will work out collections of documentary materials, of 
methodic guidance and they will aid political-ideological instruction by sending lecm 


turers, organizing discussions and other activities to aid the lecturers, propaganda 
worsers and students. 


The RCP Central Committee Propaganda Section will coordinate the activity of publish- 
ing and sending to the press, radio and television the subject plans, consultations, 
answers to questions and other documentary materials to aid in the training of the 
propaganda workers and students in political-ideological inetruction. 


The RCP Central Committee Organizational and Propaganda sections will aid the county 
party committees in organizing and conducting political-ideological instruction and 


they will organize checks, exchanges of experience, meetings with a view to contin- 
ually improving this activity. 


Locally, the county, municipal, city and commune party committees will lead all the 
activity of the political-ideological training of communists and other workers and 

they will provide the guidance, control and aid for all students; thev will organize 
exchanges of experience regularly and will work out the documentary materials, sub- 


jects, sketches, graphs and other materials needed to carry out political-ideological 
instruction under good conditions. 


At the end of each study year the propaganda and organizational sections of the ®CP 
Central Committee will present reports to the RCP Central Committee Secretariat about 
the way in which the political-ideological instruction took place and proposals of 
measures to continue improving it.

ROLE OF ‘TRIBUNE OF DEMOCRACY’ MEETINGS ANALYZED

[Text] Having integrated itself organically into the original system of broadly 
democratic institutions created in our society in the period which has passed since 
the 9th party congress, the “Tribune of Democracy” is an expression of the profound- 
ly innovative thought of Comrade Nicolae Ceausescu, the leader of our party and state. 
It is asserting itself as a particularly favorable framework for “the more and more 
active exercising of the citizens’ liberties and democratic rights, the direct par- 
ticipation of all workers from cities and villages in discussing the problems of gen- 
eral interest and in solving public matters and in developing the political awareness 
and civic responsibility of all members of society.” 


It is significant for the efforts which the party is making in the direction of broad- 
ening and deepening the democratism of our system that, within the many meetings at 
the “Tribune of Democracy,” the citizens address thanks to the party leadership and 

to Comrade Nicolae Ceausescu personally and express their satisfaction with the op- 
portunity being offered them to exercise their right in an organized and systematic 
way to participate directly in discussing the problems of general interest and in 
solving public matters and to be informed at this civic forum of the main problems of 
the domestic and foreign policy of our party and state.

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Organized Framework, Favorable Atmosphere, A Fertile Dialogue 


The sensible way in which the many demostrations within the "Tribune of Democracy” 
were conceived, organized and produced by the responsible factors has contributed 

to their success. What is significant in this regard is that the many councils of 

the Front of Socialist Democracy and Unity, among them the ones in Bucharest Munici- 
pality and Arges County, program the "Tribune of Democracy” meetings for the same 

day of the month and the same hall--the culture houses, enterprise clubs and so forth-- 
and the citizens prepare their questions and proposals which thev will advance in time. 


The success of these meetings is assured by the concern of the Front of Soctalist 
Democracy and Unity councile,directly aided by the local party organs, to assure 
participation in these dialogues with citizens of competent cadres with responsible 
work in the party organs, people's councils, the main economic and social institutes, 
directors of commercial enterprises and services provided,the leaders of the local 
militia and justice organs and so forth, from the particular county or citv, from 
ministries and other central organs and so forth. Undoubtedly, it is primarily the 
members of the local councils of the Front of Socialist Democracy and the committees 
of the organizations of socialist democracy and wiity who must be present at these 
meetings. Practice until now has shown that the "Tribume of Democracy" is enjoving 
a special audience in those places where all these organs send their best represen- 
tatives, with a competence to advise on the problems raised; the qualitv, content of 
ideas and finality of the dialogue depend upon the responsibility with which thev 
treat the citizens’ proposals. 


There are many locations where, having provided good organization, the cadres partici- 
pating in the meetings with the citizens become involved in a free discussion without 
creating artificial distances between the speakers and avoiding the establishment of a 
holiday-like atmosphere which is not favorable to a lively and concrete discussion. 


With regard to the pratical method for selecting the problems to be discussed, some 
of the county or municipal councils of the Front of Socialist Democracy and Mnitv-- 
among which are those in Bihor, Constanta and Harghita-—are used in organizing the 
"Tribune of Democracy” on the basis of subjects established beforehand, ones which 
aim, for example, at the following: the social-economic development plan on a ter- 
ritorial basis, problems of svstematization of locations, of utilization of material 
resources in a high spirit of management, superior utilization of all agricultural 
areas, labor legislation, better management of locations and so forth. 


In this way, having been informed in time, the citizens can get prepared more solid- 
ly, they can come with specific proposals and solutions, ones which are well thought 
out and they even can make personal commitments, contributing to the application of 
initiatives bor in this favorable framework. Of course, it is the dutv of the local 
party organs to watch that such 4 practice, which is capable of favoring a thorough 
study of the problems brought into discussion, in no case leads to blocking the citi- 
zens' opportunities to also raise other problems and freely give their opinion about 
any other aspect of social-economic life which 


Discussions at the “Tribune of Democracy” in the practice of other local councile of 
the front of Socialist Democracy and Unitv, as, for example, that of the Suceava 
County Council, begin with some aspects directly brought out bv the oarticipants in 
the dialogue and gradually they concentrate on the ones which cause maior interest: 
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better neighborhood management, the most sensible possible utilization of vacant 
land, improvement of joinc transport and the quality of social-cultural actions 
and of civic education, services and so forth. 


Regardless of the particular form of treating the problems, what is essential is 
that a favorable climate »e provided at these public meetings, as requested by the 
party's secretary general, in order to discuss in an organized manner the various 
problems of our economic, social and political life with the broad masses of citi- 
zens and to ask questions and get answers in connection with any principled and prac- 
tical aspects of party and state domestic and foreign policy, of socialist construc- 
tion and international lite. Such a climate may be maintained above all by demon- 
strating a high degree of receptivity by the party and state cadres present at the 
discussions, by their striving to find solutions to the proposals made by the citi- 
zens, by steadfast respect for the regulation that they inform the citizens at the 
start of each “Tribune of Democracy" of the way in which their requests and observa- 
tions have been resolved and the way the proposals they advanced at preceding meet- 
ings have been utilized. The people's councils and workers councils in the economic 
units also must demonstrate the same high responsibility toward the citizens’ pro- 
posals, effectively analyzing them during the sessions and meetings and setting terms 
and responsibilities for applying thea. 


Active and Effective Nature of the Work 


A major idea must rum through both the method of organization as well as the 

actual development of the discussions in the “Tribune of Democracy” is the one brought 
out particularly strikingly by our party's secretary general, the one which stressed: 
“We can and must discuss any problems during the meetings of the Front of Socialist 
Democracy and Unity within the “Tribume of Democracy." Nobody should be subjected to 
any kind of hardship because he expresses his opinion about one problem or another; 
but the discussion of any problems during these broad, democratic meetings also means 
the responsibility that, regardless of whether there were differing opinions about one 
problem or another, action be taken following it ir the spirit of majority decision 
and laws of the country, providing the people's firm wity in achieving socialism and 
communism in Romania.” 


The subject of discussions at many tribumes of demcracy has been the tasks and indi- 
cations included in the 12th party congress documents, speeches of the party's secre- 
tary general, specific wavs to implement them in the particular locations, units and 
institutions. For example, approaching the problems raised by the future development 
of municipalities and cities and the change of some communes into agroindustrial ci- 
ties, the citizens in many locations in Caras-Severin, Mures, Cluj, Prahova counties 
and Bucharest Municipality have presented and supperted concrete proposals for speed- 
ing up the rate for achieving some economic goals and municipal management goals, ra- 
tional use of the land, the saving of energy and fuel and of raw materials and mater- 
ials, reintegration of reusable materieis into economic circulation, utilization of 
the traditions of local architecture, development of small and handicrafts industry 
and so forth. 


Participants in the many meetings until now have acopted a combative attitude toward 
demonstrations of bureaucratism, routine and conservatism, of violation of legal pro- 
visions and the standards of social life. In some communes and villages in Sibiu 

Coumty the citizens have formulated criticism of those who do not participate enough 
in agricultural work during the campaigns and in actions to clean and beautify roads, 
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streets, homes and so forth. Also, at “Tribune of Democracy” meetings in the com 
munes of Vicovu de Sus, Calafindescti, Forasti and so forth in Suceava Cownty, many 
speakers have made criticial references regarding the activity of some education and 
cultural institutions, stressing the need to increase their concerm with the 
patriotic formation of scientific atheism in the spirit of dialectical materialism, 
particularly in the youth. 


Levers of Political and Methodological Leadership Which Are Viable and Flexible 


Faithfully placing the content and results of the “Tribume of Democracy” in the main 
coordinates marked out by the party's secretary general in his speech to the 2d Front 
of Socialist Democracy and Unity Congress decisively depends on the way in which the 
party organs and organizations lead and aid the local councils of the Front of Social- 
ist Democracy and Unity, on the good organization of these broad civic forums and on 
the method they adopt in continually enriching and raising their level of quality. 


Permanent knowledge of the way in which these political actions take place--by re- 
questing information from the local Front of Socialist Democracy and Unity councils 
and, in particular,by the direct participation of the members of the county, municipal, 
city and commume party organs, enterprises and institutions, in the “Tribune of Dem- 
cracy" discussions--is a basic requirement in this regard and an effective means for 
improving the act of political leadership. Having the secretariats of the Bucharest 
Municipal Party Committee, the Timis County Party Committee and other county, munici-

There 
is interest from this viewpoint in the practice of the Bucharest Mumicipal Party Com- 
mittee and the mumicipal coumcil of the Front of Socialist Democracy and thitv to fol- 
low up on these actions weekly and assign members «{ its bureau and apparatus for good 
preparation of it. It also should be remembered that in Timis Cownty, for example, 
the method for carrying it out, the orientation of the content of the discussions 

in the"Tribume of Democracy” and the conclusions drawn are the subject of informa- 
tion and discussions during the monthly instructions for secretaries and the appara- 
tus of the county, municipal,citvy and commume party committees and of exchanges of 
experience and meetings with the participation of members of the local councils of 
the Front of Socialist Democracy and Unity. 


Also, many coumty councils of the Front of Socialist Democracy and Unity and county 
committees of the ODUS [expansion unknown], among which are the ones in Dimbovita and 
Buzau, organize instructions for the local organs of ODUS and the Front of Socialist 
Democracy and Unity under the leadership and guidance of the county party committees. 
In the center of these instructions are an outlining of the paths, methods and means 
of specific action for these organizations with a view to fulfilling the social-econo- 
mic tasks of the particular county. We also remember that there also has been insist- 
ence on such occasions on generalizing the experience accumulated in the organization 
of the tribumes of democracy, bringing out the need to have well-founded preparation 








of them, to avoid the predominantly theoretical nature of the discussions, to 
organize them only at certain levels, deficiencies which have been observed in 
certain places in the practice of the tribunes of democracy.

The particularly precious conclusions have been drawn in connection with strength- 
ening internal party life, order and discipline throughout the activity of the party 
organizations and each commumist. "The people judge the party by its behavior and 
by the way the activists and commumists act,” Comrade Nicolae Ceausescu pointed out 
at the recent RCP Central Committee plenum. “That is why the activists and the com- 
@unists must be an example. They must understand that they are revolutionaries and 
communists in every circurstance and they are obligated to act as such." 


Fulfillment of these indi: atiors aims at all party organizations and organs. Primary 
requirements are to assure the participation of all communists in the general meet- 
ings regularly and knowiny the case,entrusting specific tasks to each one, to give 
permanent aid for their f. lfillment and to exercise regular control over the way in 
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party members fulfill their obligations. But practice shows that the resulte of 
work have been better and better in those places where the distribution of tasks 

has been reviewed carefully, with measures having been taken for them to be entrust. 
ed according to each person's ability and possibilities, without neglecting any com 
mumist or loading others with too many responsibilities and where the bureaus of 

the base organizations have relied on the party members to an increasingly greater 
extent in preparing for the general meetings and other actions. 


The action to exchange party documents has brought the introduction of atrict order 
in recordkeeping and has shown how harmful it is to neglect strict recordkeeping, 
Here we a)so have the need for the party organs and organizations to give all their 
attention to all the aspects connected with recordkeeping so that they faithfully 
express the situation of each party member at any moment. Many difficulties have 
been encountered because some communists have left one wit for another without draw= 
ing out moving forms. The causes lie both in some party organe’ neglecting this 
aspect as well as in the failure of some party members to know the duties, The need 
is felt that, parallel with the demonstration of greater concern wit) drawing up the 
necessary forms when a party member leaves, the party organs and organizations regu- 
larly initiate actions, particularly reports and discussions in the general meet- 
ings, by which they assure that each of their members knows the etandarde of internal 
party life and the instructions which regulate the move from one organization to an- 
other. 


A detailed analysis of the way in which party members fulfill their setatutary duties 
and obligations assumed by signing the "Solem Committment” has resulted in decisive 
peeittons being taken toward those communiste who have demonstrated various viola= 
tions, with muny of them drawing attention to themselves, others being penalized, 
while for others it has been decided not to issue them a new party card again due to 
grave violations of statutarv standards. However, there have been cases often where 
the party orgens and communists were reprimanded because thew did not avoid the ap- 
pearance of disorders. From here we also have another important conclusion resulit- 
ing from the action of exchanging the party documents and that is that an increase 

in concern is demanded to prevent deviations and shortcomings in the life and activi- 
ty of communists. 





Now each party orgen and organization know the weaknesses which have been demon- 
strated. What is important that , remembering the frequency of their appearance and 
the causes of them, political-educational activity take place regularly so that any 
negative tendency is eliminated from the very start. Members of the party organs and 
the best communists can be entrusted with the mission of being closely concer ed with 
the guidance of those who have demonstrated shortcomings and weakness in order to help 
them not to make the mistake again and to improve their behavior eteadfastiv. At the 
same time, there is a need for the party organs and organizations to be interested 
more closely with the life and activity of each communist and to react promptiv to 
any signal which would indicate the appearance of shortcomings by giving the neces- 
sary aid to prevent then. 


Of course, the action of exchanging the party documents is drawirs to a close. The 
spirit of high demandingn: ss imprinted by it on the activity of a1] perty organe and 
organizations and the con:erns intended to educate the comow ists, strenethen order 
and discipline and to res;ect the standards of socialist ethics and equity scrupu- 

lously must be raised to even higher level, however. This need results from the 
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lessons learned from experience, which have shown convincingly that shortcomings 
appear particularly in those places where concern slackens toward the communiata' 
activity and behavior, where violations are overlooked or they are penalized with 
leniency, If some party members prove that they are not succeeding in rising to 
the level required by the position they hold and if it is determined thatthe vio- 
lations of some persons has been passed over easily, the party organe and organi-~- 
gations have not only the right but the obligation to take action and the necessary 
measures. The fact that new party cards have been handed out nowhere should be a 
hindrance eo deciding to take it away in the case where it has been found that 
some persone do not deserve theirs. Clearly, such 4 measure should be taken in ag- 
reement with the etatutary provisions and confirmed by the legal party organs. 


The basic goal of a)l the action of exchanging the party documents lies in strength- 
ening the ranke of the base organizations and their fuller and fuller assertion in 
all the life of the work collectives. This desirable has a vital content, which 
leade primarily to the need for the concermes in thie regard to be of a permanent na- 
ture. The regular link of the members of the local party organs with the bureaus of 
the base organizations has had a particular effect. In the period preceding the 
handing out of the new party cards, it became a proven practice that the results are 
better when the qemgbers of the bureaus of the county, municipal, citv and commune 
party committees and from the big economic and social-cultural unite and all the 
other committee membere do not limit themselves to simple participation in some ac~- 
tions but actively cooperate with the bureaus of the base organizations and aid them 
in preparing for the meeting and in effectively solving the more difficult problems. 
Thue, conditions are created so that the bureaus and base organizations themselves 
become more and more active and develop their ability and potential for action, which 
is the basic thing in achieving the goale set by the RCP Central Committee with re- 
gard to exchanging the party documents, particularly those referring to raising the 
role of the party organe and organizations in the leadership of political, economic, 
social-cultural activity, strengthening the responsibility, combativeness and revo- 
lutionary spirit of all communists and consolidating even more powerfully the cohesion 
and unity of action around the Central Committee and party's secretary general.

CORRUPTION OF HIGH PARTY, ECONOMIC CADRES DEPLORED 
Bucharest MUNCA DE PARTID in Romanian Nov 80 pp 88-91

[Text] Our party constantly includes among its priority concerns the formation and 
development of a high moral, political and professional profile for the communists, 
primarily the cadres with party and state leadership jobs. What is significant in 
this regard is that the very secretary general of the party, Comrade Nicolae Ceau- 
sescu, steadfastly demonstrates a special concern with assuring the moral purity of 
the cadres and with having them give strict respect to the main principles which 

must govern their work add life so that the job with which they have been invested 
by the party is not used under any circumstances to create personal advantages. 


Benefitting from this special attention from the party leadership and from Comrade 
Nicolae Ceausescu personally, in the context of the permanent concern with making 
the moral-political education process of communists more profound, the immense major- 
ity of those invested with leadership jobs in various departments of our economic and 
social-economic life is proving day by day a high political and ideological level, 
selflessness and self-denial in defending the supreme values of our system and in 
placing their knowledge, understanding and energy wiconditionally at the service of 
the triumph of the cause of socialism and communism in Romania and the precise imple- 
mentation of party policy and they are doing ever) thing for strict respect for the 
party decisions and country's laws in the area in which they work. 








As a natural and supreme corrolary of this high communist attitude, dozens and dozens 
of thousands of cadres are enjoying the respect, trust and value of the collectives 
which they head as well as of the workers and citizens. 


After the party leadership repeatedly has taken a firm attitude against the abuses 
committed by some cadres in a number of counties, it is all the more to be condemed 
that there are acts--true, more and more rare--which some leaders of economic-social, 
administrative or public wits have resorted to, leaders implicitly invested with 
big duties and political responsibility. 


Taking advantage of their jobs as president and secretary of the Association of Philat- 
elists of Romania and avidly seeking to create material advantages, Constantin Danciu, 
Victor Puchita and other members of the association's leadership committed an entire 
chain of abuses which brought big material and moral losses to this public organiza- 
tion, under the guidance of the Ministry of Transportation and Telecommunications. 








In the 1977-1980 period, violating the laws of our socialist state and provisions 

of the statutes of the Association of Philateliats, they accepted the receipt of 
supplementary dues beyond the atatuatory ones and arbitrarily established the pri- 
ces of philatelic publications and materiale; with independent power, without noti- 
fication of the Miniatry of Law, they ordered the employment of personnel beyond the 
approved number and illegal payments; they organized and held philatelic exhibits 
with international participation without legal approval, an occasion on which thev 
apent more than 177,000 let; by illegally eatablishing and utiliging the president's 
fund to give prizes and other expenses, the central Association of Philateliate of 
Romania lost 76,900 lei; the persons mentioned created large material advantages 
by establishing and utilizing prize funds resulting from dues and incomes from the 
exhibite as well ase by obtaining some atamps isaued in a reduced circulation and 
many copies from the same issue, keeping in stock a large portion of the atamps 
received from the Ministry of Tranaport and Telecommunications for the Assoctation 
and using them to give themselves prizes as sembere of the leadership inatead of 
distributing them to the philateliate. 


The seriousness of the tacts related is all the greater since the association's lea- 
dership simply ignored the measures proposed »yv the membera of the central auditing 
commission, which had determined many of the violations signaled, regarding abiding 
by the law, with the president, secretary and other of ite members continuing to act 
abusively, as they wished. 


This dishonest method of handling Large monetary funds and valuable stamps also 
spread to the Bucharest branch of the association. What is significant is that 
the prizes in money and strips of stamps received by its leadership members for 3 
years totaled around 150,000 let. 


Following a check made by the central organs, measures were established which would 
provide for establishing legality in the association's activity and the cadres guilty 
of the violations committed were removed from the leadership jobs in this organization, 
with the party organizations to which they belong having the duty of discussing the 
persons in the case and taking appropriate measures. 


The concern for his entire behavior to be an example and contribute to raising the 
party's authority before the masses must guide the work and life of each communist 
invested with responsibility before party, masse and public organizations or collec- 
tives. 


Abusing his job as president of the Prundu Agricultural Production Cooperative in 
lifev County, along with committing other violations, Zamfir Cotiga favored his own 
close relatives, making it easy for them to get money without working by drawing up 
fictitious time sheets; illegally he gave 15 conventional norms monthly, he used an 
ares of .24 hectares as personal plot beyond the provisions of the agricultural pro- 
duction cooperative statutes,also giving additional land to other cooperative sen- 
bers, particularly his relatives. For the violations committed,Zamfir Cotiea was 
removed from his job, penalized by the party with a “vote of censure with warning,” 
removed from his job as sember of the bureau and the commune party committee; at 
the same time, he was charged for the losses brought to the agricultural production 
cooperative. 


An obligation of the party organs and organizations and all communistemust be to watch 
tha® not even the emallest evasion of the moral standards of our party and our society 
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be permitted, overlooked or neglected. This is because, as has continued to 
occur in sone places by not taking a firm and prompt position toward certain 
violations by cadres with reaponsible jobs, felt completely unjustifiably by 
those around to be emall and insignificant violations,a climate of tolerance has 
been created in which more serious violations could be committed and this sheds 
an unfavorable Light on those involved and reduces the prestige which the lea- 


derahip cadres, communists and party organizations must continually fortify be- 
fore the masses. 


In February 1979, Gheorghe Mantale, then mayor of Tansa Commune, [asi County, was 
penalized with a “vote of censure " and a year later was stripped of his job. This 
course of events was caused both by the negative features of his character, among 
which was the enormous desire for getting rich , for making money without work- 
ing and for profiting from hie position, as well as by the climate of leniency in 
which he could carry out his reprehensible actions as he wished. Gradually, from 
violating some elementary financial rules, he advanced to greater and greater abuses. 
Instead of encouraging the action of aiding the process to join instruction togeth- 
er with production through the authority of his job, he found nothing better to do 
than to make various metal objects in the school's workshop in his own personal in- 
terest Holding a plot, he made the cooperative members of the commune provide work 
on it free of charge. Of course the “overseer” tendency and his grasping for 
profit could have been stopped in time if the commune party committee aad county par- 
ty committee would have taken into account more promptly the repeated cowplaints made 
by the people in the commune regarding the mayor's abuses. (nfortunately, the inter- 
vention of the county party committee occurred only when nothing more actually could 
be done than to strip him of his job. 


But the abuse of job also has other forms and manifestations which also could have 
been stopped in time if the party organs and organizations and communists from the 
particular collectives would have permanently shown a more emphatic combative spirit 
and would not have “closed their eyes," as we say, to inappropriate attitudes, re- 
gardiess of the job of the person. 


Proving to \ave clear inclinations toward making money, failing to resist the temp- 
tation to satisfy some personal interests and pre iting from the duties with which 
they were invested, some leadership cadres from the Arta Populara Cooperative in 
Vileea, headed by its president Nicolae Badea and the head accountant Emil Bancivu, 
violated legal provisions in acquiring and selling some long-usage goods. Thus, 

ll rugs and 9 cerpets were bought from the Cisnadie Textile Enterprise and, instead 
of being sold through the cocperative's store, they were sold directly from the house 
of Gnoeorghe Ispae, legal advisor to Arta Populara, to some of the members of the 
cooperative's leadership and their relatives and friends. In order to cover the 
illegal road of the carpets with legal acts, the cooperative leadership ordered that 
fictitious acts be drawn up for the receipt of them in the warehouse. 


While the cadres mentioned were indulging in these commercial “transactions" and the 
cooperative's vice president, Rodica Anton, was organizing the baptism of her son, 
in which more than 100 persons participated and from which she made a pretty nice 
amount of money, the cooperative's goods valued at tens of thousands of lei were 
falling into disrepair in a basement which was inappropriate for their stoarge. 


For the viclations committed and for violating legal provisions, the guilty parties 
were penalized by the party and along the administrative line. 
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Whereas he was less concerned with the good progress of the unit and application 

of the law, he proved to be particularly concerned with satisfying his own inter- 
ests. This was the former director of the Ploiesti Enterprise for Cementation and 
Operations for Special Treatment. Violating a decision of the workers’ council 
which established who exactly should be sent abroad for specialization, the director 
and hie favorites were the ones who benefitted from the move. In this case, too, 
the abuse was stopped following repeated complaints. 


Abdicating from the basic obligations belonging to those placed at the head of a 
community, to serve with devotion the people's general interests and to promote 
principledness, honor, correctness with firmness and exert all efforts to develop 
the national wealth and strengthen the collective's wealth, these kinds of cadres 
lower the leader's prestige before the masses, gravely harming the very authority 
of the particular party organization and of the communists comprising it. That is 
why the measures firmly taken against the persons to whom we have referred above 
are fully justified and what is more compulsory and capable of preventing the repe- 
tition of similar deviations from the standards of our society's moral code and of 
contributing to making the climate more healthy in the locatiors and units involved 
and to cultivating a combative, relentless attitude toward the shortcomings. 


The full, prompt demonstration of a critical attitude and firm attitude toward any 
violation of the principles and moral standards by commmists and, in particular, by 
the persons invested with responsible work is required by the fact that not interven- 
ing in time, tolerating the deviations may cause particularly complicated situations 
in certain collectives, particularly in the ones which work directly with broad cate- 
gories of workers and citizens, with direct repercussions for the quality of rela- 
tions between the socialist units and the public. The perpetration of deviations 

at the Bucharest Comaliment Commercial Enterprise was also due to the fact that the for- 
mer director retained inappropriate cadres in their jobs, cadres who had criminal 
records, and he unjustifiably reduced the penalties subject to approval, a fact which 
created and made permanent an unhealthy climate in the enterprise and, as a direct 
reflex, well-founded dissatisfaction among the buyers. 


Thus, it is urgently necessary that, in everything they undertake and in all their 
work and life, the activists and cadres with responsible jobs be led steadfastly 

by the principles and standards of the perty's moral code and the inspiring stimulus 
given by the leader of our party and state repeatedly, most recently in his speech 

to the 2d people's council congress; "We never should forget that our party and 

the communists do not have and cannot have a grander goal than the devoted service to 
the people's interests and to our socialist country. Communists differ from other 
workers only in the fact that they assume greater obli ations and responsibilities 
before the people in the d velopment of society and its revolutionary transformation. 
They do not have and cannot have any kind of privilege, except that of serving the 
country and the people, the cause of socialism and communism in Romania with all their 
forces and of being continually in close connection with the people, working together 
with them for the good of all our people.” 





It is a stimulus which crystallizes in it the quintessence of the commummists' moral 
profile and that of the party and state activists, and to implement it precisely and 
unconditionally is one of their basic obligations.

Dramatist Refuses Award

Overwhelmed with emotion, I would like to thank the judges of the current drama 
festival in Timisoara for the great honor which they have accorded me by giving 
me the award of the trade union of the Timisoara press, immediately after the 
dramatists Mazilu, Lovinescu, Baiesu and Tudor Popescu. 


I would like to say, however, that I do not feel that I deserve it since there are 
many more talented dramatists, in my opinion, who can claim it, even if they were 
not present in the competition. 


Therefore, I am obliged to return the award to the Association of Artists in 
Theatrical and Musical Institutions [ATM], asking the association to reaward it 
to whomever it believes to be deserving since, with all due respect, it is none 
of my business now, I do not want to burden my conscience with the fact that I 
might have usurped the rights of another with my modest productions, “Ordinatorul" 
[The Chief Accountant], "Un pahar cu sifon" [A Glass of Soda Water] and “Salonul" 
[The Salon]. Nor did I consider my play of a few years ago "A cincea lebada" 
[The Fifth Swan] deserving of such prominence that it would defraud the principal 
works of some confreres with special talent. 


I take this opportunity to ask the theaters which take part in the sessions 
organized by the ATM, through its section on criticism, a veritable hotbed of 
theatrical inspiration, to abandon the vanity of presenting any play of mine, so 
they will not enter the competition with a useless handicap. As long as the 
criteria remain dedicated to a distinct minority, with a special narrowness, 

















with well-known tendencies, it is better than the theaters which operate within 
the limits of common conventions be prudent. 


Nevertheless, I thank Teatrul Mic and the Giulesti and Resita theaters for 
courageously taking such risks for which | can compensate them only with my com- 
plete affection. Also, I thank directors Tudor Marascu, Cristian Hadjiculea and 
Mihai Manolescu for the artistic level to which they have raised the mounting of 
the plays presented in the festival and the public of Timisoara for their warm 
reception. 


Attitude of Dramatist Criticized

[Text] We have received the following letter from the Association of Artists in 
Theatrical and Musical Institutions: 


Dear Comrade Chief Editor, 


Since the dramatist Paul Everac published an open letter in CONTEMPORANUL of 
28 November 1980, we ask you to please publish the tollowing response: 


We have taken note of the desire of dramatist Paul Everac to “return the award 
for dramaturgy" which the judges of the festival of current Romanian dramaturgy 
in Timisoara gave him for the play “The Chief Accountant," an “award” obtained, 
as he said, “immediately after the dramatists Mazilu, Lovinescu, Baiesu and Tudor 
Popescu." We would have said “alongside” these confreres, which does not seem 
to us to be degrading at all. But, of course, everyone believes what he wants 
and the writer is free to accept an award or not to. 


In light of the fact that the organizers of the Timisoara Festival were: the 
Council for Socialist Culture and Education, the Timis County committee for 
socialist culture and education, ATM and the Timisoara National Theater, we 
believe that the “handing back" intended by Paul Fverac cannot be done only to 
the ATM, as he proposed, but must involve all the bodies mentioned above. 


We have also taken note of the delicate insinuations which the dramatist Paul 
Everac makes in regard to the criteria on the basis of which the judges acted-- 
Univ Prof Ion Zamfirescu was the head of the panel of judges--and which wre 
said to have operated to his disfavor. If we take these insinuations into con- 
sideration we should question the validity of the awards for the best interpre- 
tation given to the actress Leopoldina Balanuta--the admirable performer of the 
role of Magda in the play "A Glass of Soda Water" by Paul Everac in the excellent 
presentation of Teatrul Mic--and the actor Stefan Mihailescu-Braila, the admirable 
performer of the role of Marin in the play “The Chief Accountant" by Paul 
Everac, a play presented with great success at the Giulesti Theater. In addi- 
tion, the presence of the author's name three times on the awards list seems to 
us not to need any other explanations. 


This is not the first time that Paul Everac has felt wronged by the evaluations 
of some panels of judges composed of university professors, theater critics, 
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directors, actors, outstanding figures in production and cultural activiste-- 
whose competence and good faith he questions. We cannot agree with such a posi- 
tion. 


As for the work “The Fifth Swan” of the same author, in regard to which he leads 
us to believe that he was done an injustice "a few years ago," it is necessary to 
state that both the play and the production participated in the competition of 
the second edition of the “Hymn to Romania" National Festival and that the dis- 
satisfaction of the dramatist in regard to that presence (or absence) should have 
been presented at the proper time. Let us specify, however, that this situation 
does not affect the AT. 


We hope that in the future the time wasted by Paul Everac for his letters will 


be used for the creation of new works which we, the admirers of his talent, await 
with great interest.

DRAFTING OF FIFTH CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT DESCRIBED

[Text] On 29 October delegates of the Federal Chamber of the Yugoslav As- 
sembly accomplished still another symbolic gesture by raising their hands: 
a bit like laying the cornerstone for seven new and important provisions 
of the constitution. It has now been 2 years and a few days from the mo- 
ment when Tito, in an ajdress to the delegates of the Eighth Congress of 
the Federation of Yugoslav Trade Unions, launched his well-known initia- 
tive to strengthen collective work, decisionmaking and responsibility, 
which has indeed been the principal occasion and reason for amending and 
supplementing the present text of the constitution. 


The procedure for amending the Yugoslav Constitution is rather compli- 
cated. After a }-month public discussion of the text of the draft amend- 
ment a position will be taken by the assemblies of the republics and au- 
tonomous provinces, and then it would be returned to the delegates of the 
Federal Chamber of the SFRY Assembly. There is no need to even ser’ ion 
that consensus among the members of the Federation (the republics and 
provinces) must be reached on every detail and there must be consensus in 
every body which takes a separate position on this. At times this is not 
a simple matter even though the principles and goals aimed at are beyond 
dispute. 


Three Different Versions 


We can take as an example the work of the Constitutional Commission, whose 
members were not able to agree on specific formulations of the text con- 
cerning the Federal Executive Council--the so-called "fifth amendment"-- 
after nearly 1.5 years of patient editing of the amendment. Everything 
else in this phase of constitutional changes, the first since 1974, when 
the new Yugoslav Constitution was adopted, and which were conceived as 
“minimal” and “restrictive,” was by and large easily formulated: the 
principles of collective work and the definition of collective responsi- 
bility, the upper limit of tenure of public office, the l-year term of 
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office for officials of the SFRY Assembly, the term of office of officials 
of federal administrative agencies, the terms of judges of the Yugoslav 
Constitutional Court and the president of the Constitutional Court. 


At first glance the task of the Constitutional Commission appeared compara- 
tively simple. The initiative to strengthen collective work, decisionmak- 
ing and res,onsibility in society and to introduce the l-year term of of- 
fice had been stated unambiguously and clearly. Not long thereafter the 
Presidium of the LCY Central Committee adopted precise and detailed reso- 
lutions in which inter alia it spoke about the indispensable changes that 
needed to be undertaken to achieve that goal. Finally, when the SFRY 
State Presidency sent the Assembly the proposal to undertake changes in 
the constitution, the suggestion was made that no “radical undertaking” be 
tackled on this occasion, that no thorough revision of the basic princi- 
ples and solutions contained in it was being undertaken. The idea was to 
make only the minimal and most indispensable changes of certain articles 
so as to facilitate unhindered adaptation of the work of various bodies 
and agencies to the spirit of Tito's initiative. 


But when the work began on the text, the first dilemmas arose. The larg- 
est ones were in that part of the text which spoke about the Federal Ex- 
ecutive Council. What was at issue? 


A glance at one of the recent versions of the text which the commission 
came up with this summer indicates that three different versions have come 
about. The dispute appeared all the more unusual because all three ver- 
sions mainly presuppose that the present constitutional concept of the 
Federal Executive Council and to some extent even of the position of its 
chairman is to be retained. The differences manifested concerned only 
certain “mechanisms.” Nevertheless, the differences in views between the 
various members of the body involved in writing the constitution have not 
been easy to overcome. According to the first version, the changes of 
this part of the constitution would come down only to stating that the 
chairman of the Federal Executive Council [FEC] could not be reelected to 
the same position and that members of the FEC would be limited to two suc- 
cessive terms. 


The second version then altered more significantly the position of the 
chairman of the FEC both with respect to the term of office and also his 
powers as a “mandator.” The institution of “mandator™ would be altogether 
abandoned, including the right of the FEC chairman to propose the dismissal 
of particular members of FEC and the provision that resignation of the FEC 
chairman would result in the resignation of all members of the FEC. The 
conception was for the chairman and members of the FEC to be nominated by 
the SFRY State Presidency and that the FEC chairman's term would last 2 
years. Moreover, he would be limited to only one more successive term in 
that office.

[Box] Amendment V 


1. The preliminary procedure for nomination of candidates for chairman 
and members of the Federal Executive Council is to be conducted in the So- 
cialist Alliance of Working People of Yugoslavia. 


The same individual may not be elected chairman of the Federal Executive 
Council twice in succession. 


Members of the Federal Executive Council may not be elected to more than 
two successive terms in the same office. 


2. At the expiration of 2 years from election of the chairman and members 
of the Federal Executive Council, the Federal Executive Council, within 
the limits of its rights and duties, shall submit to the chambers of the 
SFRY Assembly a report on the situation in all domains of social life, on 
the conduct of policy and enforcement of federal laws and other regula- 
tions and also on its own work and the work of federal administrative 
agencies. The chambers of the Assembly shall conduct a specific examina- 
tion of this report, shall evaluate the work of the Federal Executive 
Council and shall decide whether to take a vote of confidence in the 
chairman and members of the Federal Executive Council. 


3. This amendment shall supplement the provision of Article 348, Para- 
graph 2, shall replace the provisions of Article 349, Paragraphs 2 and 3, 
and shall supplement the provisions of Articles 358 and 359 of the SFRY 
Constitution. 


The Fifth Amendment 


The third version also retained the role of the SFRY State Presidency in 
nominating candidates for chairman of the FEC. However, in this version 
the candidate for chairman of the FEC and the Commission of the SFRY Assem- 
bly for Elections and Appointments would submit a joint slate of candi- 
dates for members of the FEC, amd the same kind of joint proposal might 
also be submitted for dismissal of individual members of the FEC, which to 
a certain extent would alter the present constitutional powers of the 
“mandator."” In amy case, according to this proposal, the chairman of the 
FEC would be elected for 2 years, and in exceptional cases he might be 
elected to one more successive term through a special procedure. 


"It is not just a question of some personal position and personal rights. 
For precisely that reason, shortening the term of office of the chairman 
of the Federal Executive Council, if the term of office of the members of 
the Federal Executive Council were to remain at 4 years, could not be 
achieved in such a way that all the other constitutional provisions con- 
cerning the Federal Executive Council and other bodies and agencies of the 
Federation and their mutual rights would remain untouched. On the con- 
trary, this would open up many of those complicated and delicate issues, 
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and there are no worthwhile reasons, at least at present, for reassessing 
them without thorough and comprehensive research and analysis based on 
considerably more lengthy experience in implementing the provisions of the 
constitution.... That is the reason why the view prevailed that the term 
of office of the FEC chairman should not be shortened. However, this does 
not mean at all that the provisions contained in the fifth amendment (con- 
cerning the Federal Executive Council) do not involve anything new, that 
they do not have great importance,” observed Kiro Hadzivasilev in submit- 
ting the rationale of the draft of the amendment to the delegates of the 
Federal Chamber on behalf of the Constitutional Commission. 


Dr Najdan Pasic, professor and president of the Constitutional Court of 
Serbia, was one of the authors of the amendments to the SFRY Constitution 
which have been put up for public discussion. When asked to comment on 
the provisions which caused the most dilemmas in the preliminary procedure, 
he said: "I am convinced that the present phase in preparation of the 
amendments and supplements of the SFRY Constitution has ended success- 
fully. After all, the work on the amendments should be viewed in the con- 
text of the endeavor for continuous development of the democratic institu- 
tions of the system. Nevertheless, the principal problems did not lie in 
the institutional solutions, though even here something ought to be 
changed. The emphasis in the work to implement Tito'’s initiative should 
be on changing present political practice and not merely on altering in- 
stitutions." 


Pasic also said that during the work in the Constitutional Commission a 
broad and interesting discussion developed which often got right down to 
matters of principle. 


"The solution agreed on does not essentially alter the character, the re- 
sponsibility or the relation of the FEC to the SFRY Assembly and the SFRY 
State Presidency,” Pasic said. It should only make it easier to apply the 
principles of collective work and responsibility more effectively in this 
case. “It is an innovation,” Pasic said, “that in future the preliminary 
procedure of nominations for the FEC would take place in the Socialist Al- 
liance. This is an altogether logical solution and conforms to the posi- 
tion and place of the Socialist Alliance in our system. As you see from 
the text of the amendment, the chairman of the FEC could be elected to 
that position only omce, and the other members no more than twice. Up to 
now, in exceptional cases and by a special procedure the federal secre- 
taries could be elected as many as three times to the same position.” 





The greatest amount of comment, even in the first reactions, was evoked by 
the provision which states that at the end of 2 years after the election 
the FEC would submit to the Assembly a detailed report “on the state of af- 
fairs in all domains of social life." The Assembly will conduct a special 
examination of that report, will evaluate the work of the FEC and will de- 
cide whether to take a vote of confidence in the chairman and members of 
the “government.” 
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Why Are We in Love With Legislation 


“During the work on this amendment it was said by some that this solution 
is not needed at all, since the Assembly can seek a report on everything 
at any moment even under the present text of the constitution as well as 
to put 4 question of confidence in the FEC. However, | think that what we 
have now introduced here into the amendment is still an essential and im- 
portant innovation os compared to the possibilities that previously ex- 
ieted, This is now a fixed obligation on both sides, for both the Assem- 
bly and for the FEC, which will certainly contribute to achieving those 
goals we had in mind as we wrote the amendment,” Pasic said. 


Dr Jovan Djordjevic, professor and member of the academy, was one of the 
active participants in the writing of most of the postwar constitutional 
text in Yugoslavia. But thie | ime he did not participate in preparing the 
draft of the amendments. That makes his comment interesting, since the 
present amendments alter to some extent the text whose creation he worked 
on himself. “I do not think that much has been changed, if anything has," 
Djordjevic said, “It seems to me that the essence of the requirements 
which need to be met to implement Tito's initiative on strengthening col- 
lective work, decisionmaking and responsibility might have been covered 
even within the present text of the constitution. I am not an advocate of 
frequent changing of a constitution at any price, but it seems that we are 
in love with legislation, and it often seems to us that we can achieve cer- 
tain things only by making a simple amendment of the existing normative 
solutions. 


"In essence, when the text is read carefully, everything comes down mainly 
to the length of the term of office, and that covers most of the changes 
from the present situation. Then it seems to me that the provision on 
preliminary nomination within the SAWP has in a certain sense omitted the 
function of the mandator, which up to now the chairman of the FEC has had. 
This principle and indeed the very term are no longer mentioned in the 
text, at least not explicitly. Probably this can be explained by a desire 
to collectivize the work of the Executive Council to a certain extent and 
at the same time to emphasize the role of the Socialist Alliance." 


Not Only a Federal Constitution 


Simultaneously with work on the draft of amendments to alter the text of 
the federal constitution, a great deal of work has also been going on in 
the republics and provinces to amend the constitutions of the republics 
and provinces Judging oy the solutions which have been arrived at in 
those drafts ‘n the work to date, it was not difficult to conclude that 
they have been similar to one another, but chere are still considerable 
differences between then. 


We called upon Dr Radoslav Ratkovic, professor and chairman of the Repub- 
lic Council for the Political System of the Socialist Republic of Serbia, 
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to comment at this time on the solutions which the Conatitutional Commis- 
sion of Serbia has set forth in the draft of the amendments to the repub- 
lic constitution, Ratkovic recalled chat the prevalent opinion in this 
republic as indeed everywhere was that a “restrictive” approach should be 
taken to thie task, that is, that as little as possible should be changed, 
so that any interference to inclusion of Tito's initiative in the text of 
the constitution, if any exists, would be eliminated. 


"As for the solution contained in the amendment on the republic executive 
council, we took the position that we should firat of all deal with the 
length of the term of office in a new way. 


‘The amendment to the Serbian Constitution, just like the amendments to 
the federal constitution, provides that the upper Limit of the term of of- 
fice be ‘not to exceed 4 years,' instead of '4 years,’ as it has been up 
to now. The members of the executive council could be elected to only one 
more successive term. The chairman and vice chairman of the Executive 
Council of the Serbian Assembly would be elected for 4 years and could not 
be elected to a second successive term in the respective office. 


"The other provisions in the present text of the draft are mainly similar 
to the provisions in the draft of the amendments to the federal constitu- 
tion. Though there are certain differences and specific features, above 
all those which arise out of the character of the Socialist Republic of 
Serbia as a composite sociopolitical community, that is, the specific re- 
lationship between the republic constitution and those of the provinces, 
which cannot contradict one another. 


"The members of the State Presidency of the Socialist Republic of Serbia 
would be elected to a term of 4 years and could be reelected to only one 
more successive term in that position. The chairman and vice chairman of 
the State Presidency of the Socialist Republic of Serbia and the president 
and vice president of the Serbian Assembly would be elected to l-year terms 
and could thereafter be elected to one more successive term in the same 
office." 


Called upon to answer whether this kind of solution would nevertheless 
help to strengthen the dominant position of political executive bodies as 
compared to delegate assemblies, Radoslav Ratkovic, who incidentally is a 
professor in the School of Political Science at Belgrade University, said: 
"This is a problem which has never lost a bit of its relevance, and it is 
natural that it will remain topical in the future as well. But it must be 
resolved by other means. It would be naive to believe that any sort of 
normative solutions could altogether avert that kind of danger." 


After everything that has been done so far and at the outset of the public 
discussion of the draft of the constitutional amendments, both federal and 
republic, still another important undertaking has been announced. The 
Presidium of the LCY Central Committee has resolved that there is a need 
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"to coordinate work on amending the conatitutione of the republics and 
provinces, to study problems in the work of political executive bodies 
and in one of the next meetings of the LCY Central Committee to make a 
comprehens ve examination of implementation of Tito's initiative,"

DATA ON MORTALITY SHOWING AGE, SEX, CAUSES, 1952-1976

[Excerpts] The mortality rate of the population is an important indicator 
of the state of health and indirectly an indicator as well of social and 
economic development, which is why great importance is paid in a country to 
monitoring the mortality rate. 


The population of Yugoslavia and of the socialist republics and provinces 
is characterized by a drop in the mortality rate over the last several de- 
cades, and it has been most marked in the postwar period thanks to develop- 
ment of the health service, improved knowledge about health and the inf lu- 
ence of social and economic development. This paper shall offer an analy- 
sis of the changes which have occurred in the age-specific and sex-specific 
mortality rate of our population in the period from 1952 to 1976.

The mortality rate of the Yugoslav population can be considered low for al- 
most all age groups except infants. In a comparison with countries which 
have a low mortality rate (Table 2) we see that the differences are great 
for infant mortality, but that the level of the mortality rate for the 10- 
l4-year age group is close to the mortality rate level of those countries, 
The differences in mortality are emaller tor the other age groups.

Age-specific and sex-specific mortality rates are given in Table 3} for the 
socialist republics and provinces. 


Mortality has shown the largest drop in regions which previously had a high 
mortality rate. There was a drop in the gortality rate between the 1960- 
1962 period and the 1974-1976 period for the female population of all re- 
gions and in almost all age groups except the oldest ones. Over that same 
period the mortality rates of the male population of the advanced regions 
(Slovenia, Croatia and Vojvodina) increased in the age groups 20-24 and 
25-29, as well as for the older middle-aged population. The mortality rate 
of the oldest population showed a rise in this period in all regions. 


The following can be said about regional differences in the level of mor- 
tality. Though infant mortality has dropped in all regions, the differ- 
ences are still very significant. In the 1974-1976 period Slovenia had the 
lowest mortality rate (male 21.9 pro mille, :emale 15.9 pro mille), and Ko- 
sovo the highest (@ale 80.) pro mille, female 86.9 pro mille). 


On the basis of the figures on the standardized mortality rates and also 
the comparison with actual general rates for each region, we can state the 
following. The death rate of the male population is higher in the more ad- 
vanced regions (Slovenia, Vojvodina and Croatia) than in the less developed, 
while differences in the death rate of the female population are less pro- 
nounced from region to region, and the level of the mortality is by and 
large higher in the underdeveloped regions. The population of Montenegro 
has the lowest death rate. Accordingly, assuming the same age-specific 
composition, the differences in mortality from region to region are less 
significant, which means that they are largely the result of the differing 
composition of the population with respect to age.

The death rate of the male population is higher than the death rate of the 
female population in all age groups according to the figures for the 1974- 
1976 period (Table 5). The only exception is for females of Kosovo in the 
infant and 1-4-year age group and females of Montenegro in the 5-9 group. 
In the 1952-1954 period the death rate of the female population of Yugosla- 
via was higher than the death rate of the male population in the age groups 
1-4 and 15-19, and in certain groups they were the same. It is significant 
that as the level of the death rate has declined, the tendency toward 
higher mortality of the male population has become evident. Differences 
between the sexes in the mortality rate are becoming larger in the advanced 
regions, since the death rate of males is rising in certain age groups, 
while the death rate of the female population is still dropping. This dif- 
ference is most pronounced in Slovenia, specifically in the age group 20- 
24, but also in the age group 25-39. The reasons for the higher mortality 
rate of the male population are varied. In our country it seems that 
causes of a socioeconomic nature are most involved. The performance of 
heavier work, harmful habits (smoking, alcoholism), and the like are most 
probably the reasons for the higher mortality rate of the male population 
in Yugoslavia. The considerably higher number of suicides and accidents of 
the male population are also an important factor, which will be demon- 
strated in connection with the most frequent causes of death in our popula- 
tion. 





In any case, with respect to sex-specific mortality it can be said that the 
mortality rate of the male population is higher in all age groups in the 
advanced countries than for the female population, while in the underdevel- 
oped countries and developing countries female mortality is ordinarily 











higher, especially under 50 years of age.* In addition, the mortality 
rates in the advanced countries for the young male population has ceased to 
decline or have even begun to rise slowly, while the mortality rate of the 
female population, with minor exceptions, is continuing to drop, which ac- 
centuates even more differences in mortality between the sexes and accord- 
ingly in life expectancy. The figures for a majority of European countries 
show that the largest differences in mortality are in the twenties because 
of the more frequent accidents of the young male population, Significant 
divergences also occur in the age group 50-65.

The figures on the most frequent causes of 
death in Yugoslavia (1962 and 1976) and by republics (1976) are given in 
Table 6.

We should emphasize that the group “Inadequately defined illnesses" still 
accounts for a high percentage, which makes it difficult to draw correct 
conclusions concerning actual changes with respect to causes of death. 
This group is most sizable for the population of Kosovo and Montenegro. 
The mortality rate is lowest for this group in Slovenia.

The proportion of deaths resulting from intectious diseases, tuberculosis 
and diseases of the respiratory organs has dropped considerably, but the 
share of diseases of the heart, cancer, diseases of the blood vessels of 
the brain, respectively, has increased, which has to do with changes in 
the age-specific composition of the population. The share of these dis- 
eases is particularly high in the more advanced regions (Vojvodina, Slove- 
nia and Croatia), where the share of the elderly population is higher. 


In the comparison of the 1950-1954 period with 1962 there was an increase 
in the share of violent deaths. Whereas in the 1950-1954 period the per- 
centage of violent deaths was 5.7 percent for the male population and 2,07 
percent for the female population, in 1976 this share rose to 9.9 and 3.9 
percent, respectively. The difference between the sectors in the share of 
violent deaths is certainly one of the [reasons] for the higher level of 
the mortality rate of the male population. This group of causes (acci- 
dents, homicides and suicides) is most significant in Yugoslavia, where it 
is 15.2 percent of all the causes for the male population and 6.4 percent 
for the female population.

If a comparison is made between the advanced and underdeveloped countries 
with respect to the most frequent causes of death, it can be said that de- 
generative diseases (especially heart disease and cancer) are the most 
significant for the first group of countries, while infectious nd para- 
sitic diseases still have a high share in the underdeveloped regions. One 
of the reasons lies in the differing age-specific composition of the popu- 
lation, since degenerative diseases occur mainly in the older population, 
and in the advanced regions this group has a large share in the total pop- 
ulation. 


Infant Mortality 


The entire postwar period is characterized by a decline in the infant mor- 
tality rate. in 1950 there were 118.6 infant deaths per 1,000 live births, 
and in 1978 the mortality rate was 33.6 pro mille. The infant mortality 
rate has also been dropping in every region, but fastest in Vojvodina (in- 
dex number 1978/1950--11.3), Croatia (index number 18.3) and Slovenia (in- 
dex number 20.1). The smallest drop in infant mortality has been in Ko- 
sovo (index number 49.4) and in Macedonia (index number 42.1), i.e., in re- 
gions where infant mortality is highest. In 1978 there were 69.8 infant 
deaths per 1,000 live births in Kosovo, and in Macedonia the rate was 57.5 
pro mille. We can say that in these regions infant mortality is still 
rather high as compared to the countries with low infamt mortality in Eu- 
rope and in the other advanced countries of the world,* as well as with 
those regions in Yugoslavia which have low interest mortality. 





In an age-specific analysis the most significant division is into infants 
who died in the first month of life (neonatal mortality) and infants who 
died between the age of 28 days and the end of the first year of life 
(postneonatal mortality). In countries with low infant mortality neonatal 
mortality accounts for more than 75 percent of all deaths, since infant 
mortality in in the postneonatal period has been almost eliminated. In 
Sweden, where the infant mortality rate in 1975 was 8.3 percent, 74.5 per- 
cent of infant deaths were in the first 28 days of life. That is, in the 
first month of life there is still a signiticant effect of so-called en- 
dogenous causes of death (genetic malformations, debility, premature de- 
livery, accidents in childbirth, and so on), many of which are difficult 
to eliminate at the present level of development of the medical sciences. 


The age-specific composition of infant deaths in Yugoslavia shows a rela- 
tively high percentage of infants dying after the first month of life, 
which signifies a high influence of exogenous causes of death (causes of 
the external environment, i.e., those which can be eliminated through ade- 
quate care, hygiene and treatment). Only in Slovenia has the percentage 
of infants dying - ' first month come close to the percentage estab- 
lished in count: * a very low infant mortality rate.

On the basis of the age-specific composition of infant deaths it is esti- 
mated that in 1976 (and in 1975) about 20 infants per 1,000 live births in 
Yugoslavia died from exogenous causes, in Slovenia the figure was about 6 
pro mille, in Kosovo about 51 pro mille, and in Sweden and Norway about 3 
pro mille. 














The biometric method,* which is based on distribution of the number of in- 
fant deaths with respect to age, gives good results for analysis of en- 
dogenous and exogenous causes of death, even when precise data on causes 
of death are lacking. Applied to the years 1954, 1960 and 1976, it yields 
the following data on endogenous and exogenous causes of infant mortality 
in Yugoslavia (1954, 1960 and 1976), Slovenia and Kosovo (1976).

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The infant mortality rate in Yugoslavia resulting from exogenous causes of 
death has drop ed considerably more (index number 30.5) than the rate of 
mortality related to endogenous causes (index number 51.8). This is in 
accord with previous analyses in other countries, since in countries with 
low infant mortality exogenous mortality dropped very rapidly, while en- 
dogenous mortal ty has changed slowly. In those regions infant mortality 
occurs mainly in the first months of Life, and within that month the rate 
is highest in the first week of life and during the first day. This dis- 
tribution of deaths in the first year of life emphasizes the significance 
of endogenous causes of death in the first days of life. In countries 
with high infant mortality mortality is also high in the other months, 
when exogenous cuuses of death have a large influence. Biometric analysis 
of infant mortality in Slovenia and Kosove shows that Slovenia has come 
close to the countries with low infant mortality, while in Kosovo there is 
still a high death rate of infants resulting from exogenous causes of 
death. However, the lower endogenous mortality in countries with a low 
level of infant mortality indicates the possibility of a further reduction

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even of endogenous infant mortality in Yugoslavia, and this would be 
achieved if more birtha took place in medical inatitutions, if mothers 
were provided better and more effective protection, if special measures 
were taken to protect premature infants, and so on, 


With respect to the most frequent causes of infant death we will give only 
certain general crends and changes in view of the high percentage of in- 
fant deaths in the group "Inadequately defined illnesses," which repre- 
sents a great difficulty in framing analytical conclusions.

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it is evident from the figures in Table 10 that in Kosovo 34.5 percent of 
infant ceathe are in the group "Inadequately defined illnesses," and this 
percentage is rather high even for Yugoslavia as a whole (21.9 percent). 
However, it can be said that as infant mortality has dropped, there has 
also been a drop in the share of infectious diseases, pneumonia and bron- 
chopneumonia, while there has been an increase of the share in the groups 
"Congenital defects," "Injuries in childbirth" and "Premature birth" (the 
example of Slovenia). In 1976 these causes of death accounted for 50.5 
percent of all infant deaths in Slovenia, while their share was 28.6 per- 
cent in Yugoslavia as a whole and 8.3 percent in Kosovo. However, the 
rate of infant mortality resulting from these causes (per 1,000 live 
births) was 9.8 pro mille in 1976 for Slovenia, 10.5 pro mille for Yugo- 
slavia and 5.9 pro mille for Kosovo, which suggests the hypothesis of ap- 
proximately equal frequency of infant mortality resulting from these en- 
dogenous causes of death when we take into account the quality of the data 
(the large share in the group “Inadequately defined illnesses" in Kosovo).

An analysis of the infant mortality rate by groups of causes of death in- 
dicates the opportunities that exist with respect to eliminating exogenous 
causes of death, but certain results can also be achieved with respect to 
endogenous mortality. 


Life expectancy for persons at age 15, age 50 and age 65 has also shown 
changes, and they have been more marked for the female population. Life 
expectancy of the male population has shown stagnation, and even a slight 
decline because of the higher mortality rate over the age of 20. In Slo- 
venia, for example, life expectancy of persons at the ages of 15, 50 and 
65 shows a drop between the 1952-1954 period and the 1974-1975 period. 
The variability from region to region with respect to life expectancy is 
considerably less for persons at the ages of 15, 50 and 65 than for new- 
born infants (Table 12). 
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Average length of life is higher for the female population in all regions 
than the average length of life for the male population. The differences 
are most pronounced for the population of the more advanced regione (Slo- 
venia, Croatia). The figures for a majority of the advanced countries in- 
dicate that differences in length of Life between the male and female pop- 
ulation amount to between 6 and § years (ae much as 10 years in the USSR 
in the 1971-1972 period) to the advantage of the female population, 
whereas in the less developed countries average length of life of the fe- 
male population is less than 5 years than the average length of life of 
males. 





It is evident from the comparison with the more advanced countries that 
average length of life in Slovenia is already at the level of those coun- 
tries and in certain regions is coming close to that level, while [in 
others], especially Kosovo, it differs considerably from that level. The 
differences here are more pronounced for infants than for other age groups. 
For example, whereas life expectancy for a newborn male child in Yugosla- 
via (1974-1975) was 66.93 years, in Sweden it was 72.12 years (1973). 
However, at age 10 these figures are 60.50 and 63.15 years, respectively. 
The difference is 5.19 years for newborn infants, but 2.65 years for 10- 
year-olds. 
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
